One of our exchanges has a letter dated 
Hamilton, July 14, giving a detailed ac- 
count of the shelling of that town by the 
Yankee gunboats on the Oth inst. It seems 
that the gunboats, in their progress up the 
river, were attacked by a body of our cav- 
alry, who killed five and wounded eight of 
their men, three of the dead falling over- 
board into the river. Our cavulry contin- 
ued to pursue ami fire into them until they 
were within a mile of Hamilton, when the 
boats began to shell the town. They were, 
or pretended to be, under the impression 
that the attack ou them had been made by 
the citizens of the place, aud on reaching 
the wharf they sent ashore a company of 
Hawkins’ Zouaves, with two pieces of can- 
non, with instructions to destroy the town. 
But, on some prominent citizens approach- 
ing them under a flag of truce, and unde- 
ceiving them as to their assailants, the 
Zouaves were marched back to the boats, 
taking with them an old cavalry horse, the 
only piece of public property in the place, 
which, it is said, kicked one of the Zouaves 
mortally during the return of the boats 
down the river. Several houses in the town I 
were very much injured by the enemy’s 
shell, but no citizen was hurt.

In addition to what hns been said, it is 
proper to make another suggestion. The 
most complete tyranny in the world exists 
In this Southern Confederacy.

The rebels are now in strong force be- 
tween Richmond at the Appomattox river 
and are still collecting forces and sending 
them in that direction. What strengthens 
the opinion that they are where stated, is 
the pains taken by the rebels to inform our 
prisoners, and the officers in charge of 
them, that the movement of troops was 
re-enforcements going to Stonewall Jack- 
son, and that no one knew where he was 
but they knew how to reach him with re-en- 
forcements. 

A mail steamer arrived this evening from 
Harrison s Landing, but brings no news. 

8t. Louis, July 2H. 

Information has been received of a large 
force of guerrillas having entered Missouri 
from Arkansas, and that they are now 
encamped near the State line, in Howell 
and Texas counties. They are represented 
as being under command of McBride, and 
include tbe gangs headed by Coleman and 
Hawthorne. Many refugees from these 
counties, and from Wrigtit county, havo 
reached Springfield and Rolla. One of 
them assures us that our troops at Houston, 
Texas county, have been re-enforced, and 
that they are sufficiently numerous to re- 
press auy demonstration from McBride’s 
forces. 

From a gentleman who has just arrived 
from Monroe City, Mo., we learn that at 
least 300 men had joined Porter on Satur- 
duv from Monroe, und that 50 persons left 
tAlnibul Friday night, fearing rebel dep- 
redations. The most intense excitement 
prevails ail over the county. Hannibal is 
represented as almost deserted. Many of 
its citizens have arrived in this city. 

Jefffhsoji City, Mo., July 29. 

Col. Guitar, of the 9th Missouri regi- 
ment, re-enforced by Lieut. Col. Shaffer of 
Merrill a Horse, and Maj Caldwell, 2d Iowa 
Cavalry 1160 strong, were attacked at 
Moore’s Mill, 7 miles east of Fulton, yes- 
terday by Porter and Cobb, 900 strong; and 
after fighting till after 4 o'clock, r. u., the 
rebels were completely routed, with a loss 
of from 75 to 100 in killed and wounded, 
and one taken prisoner. Col. Quitar re- 
ports a loss of 45 killed and wouuded, he 
capturing guns, ammunition, baggage, etc., 
in profusion. Officers and men behaved 
spUailiJly l\«Lh is reported killed. 

Col. Guitar resumed the pursuit last 
night and will follow them over the Jor- 
dan. 

New York, July 29. 

The Norfolk correspondent of the Herald 
states that there has been considerable 
comment in regard to a vessel loaded with 
salt being allowed to leave that port for the 
Nausemoud river. The contraband cargo 
was covered by a regular pass from the su- 
perior officer. I understand it is clear that 
the salt was intended for the rebels at Rich- 
mond. Whatever may have been the rep- 
resentations which secured the pass, it is 
quite possible that somebody has been de- 
ceived in regard to the salt, as well as to 
the permission granted to ladies, with un- 
explored baggage, to take the same route to 
the rebel capital. 

Washington, July 29. 

Last night, in accordance with orders 
given to Gen. Whipple to prevent any per- 
sons from taking any goods from Alexan- 
dria across Major General Popes lines.

A few 
days ago he became satisfied that the prin- 
cipal in the murder waa a negro named Wil- 
liam Johnson, a well known river barber, 
lately on the steamer B. J. Adams. Johnson 
left on tho Adams on Thursday for Mem- 
phis, and at the time of- his departure 
was not in the slightest degree suspect- 
ed. Marshal Akers, from subsequently re- 
ceiving information positively fixing his 
guilt, took immediate steps for his arrest, 
and telegraphed the officers at Cairo to ar- 
rest him ou the arrival of the Adams at 
that port. 

Yesterday-, Marshal Akers received a dis- 
patch from the Provost Marshal at Cairo, 
informing him that the arrest had been 
made, and that he had Johnson in the Cairo 
jail awaiting his coming. Marshal Akers 
started after him last night, and will prob- 
ably arrive here with the prisoner on Fri- 
day or Saturday. So little was Johnson 
suspected, aad such was his general good 
conduct and character, that the mob of 
Tuesday did not disturb him, although it 
was well known throughout the day that 
he was on board the Adams at the city 
wharf. His accomplice! in the murder are 
confined in the jail of this city.
